in frozen meat as in fresh meat, 
especially lf all the drip is used 
or lf the meat is cooked from the 
frozen state. 
What about the flavor? Expect 
taste testers say there is differ­ 
ence 
in 
flavor 
between 
meats 
cooked without thawing and those 
that are allowed to thaw. 
Meats that can be prepared by 
roasting or boiling are easily pre­ 
pared from the frozen state. They 
just need a little more cooking 
time. 
But small cuts that are fried or 
broiled without thawing can cause 
some trouble. There may be spat­ 
tering during browning, and thus 
the temperature may be lowered 
to a point where the hest results 
are not obtained. The outer sur­ 
face may become overdone hefore 
the inside is cooked. Also, frozen 
meat won’t hold a coating such 
as bread crumbs.

Berlin certain­ 
ly orings out the horrors of war, 
too. Only 20 per ren t o f Berlin 
rem ained after the war. 
We are now out from behind the 
Iron Curtain and although we have 
seen m any disturbing things, we 
have also had som e enjoyable m o ­ 
m ents — like the one we enjoyed 
en route from P ra g u e to Berlin. We 
m et some Czechoslovakian college 
students Who w ere studying to be 
engineers. One had a guitar — we 
sang and sang — and shared our 
food. It sounded funny to be sing­ 
ing “ It's W onderful” — we in E n g ­ 
lish. they in Czechoslovakian. I 
ie- 
m em bered vaguely a Czechoslovak­ 
ian song that we sang in robed 
choir at, Dixon High School in the 
Czech language. I started singing 
it, and they got so excited to think 
an A m erican knew one of their 
songs 
As we had been told — 
“ music will break the Iron C ur­ 
tain.” While in West Berlin one 
night we enjoyed ourselves at the 
fam ous Pwesi night club, which is 
different from anything I ve ever 
seen. All the booths are connected 
by telephone and a tubing system to 
send notes back and forth. This is 
how the fellows ask the girls to 
dance. 
I danced with boys from Buenos 
A nes 
to Sweden 
to 
the 
United 
States 
quite different and m ost 
enjoyable. They also had a “ d an c­ 
ing w aters” show, sim ilar to the 
one that can be seen at the Wiscon­ 
sin Dells. 
I liked Berlin. Most cities are 
rich In history , but West Berlin 
Is aliv e anil v ibrating today . One 
I tilted States soldier told lite — 
"You’d be surprised, most W est 
Berliners aren’t as worried about
